\, The airfield was southwost of ilevocherkasl: (0° 1n/l7°25'N), Rostov 
Oblast. Sovict Laborers said that it had been constructed in 1947 
as a military airfield. The construction war not completed in August 
199. The field was alcut 3 km frou cast to west and about. 4 kn 
from north to south, The lsndine ficld wa. covered with dry stopoe 
preass and dries quickly after rain. Trenches which erossed the Lanciss . 
field were probably to servo as drainage oowors, 


2, Three usable conercte runways, cach 50x00 to 1,002 meters, were at 

the field and a fourth rumvay: vac being constructed in \usust 1919. 

The rumiays varalleled 25 reters apart and the space between was 
gsodded. “hile doiny construction work on the fourth runway source 
ebsarved that it had three layers: A 53~ci Layer of small erushed 
stones, 2S<cm layor of roush cravel mixed with concrete, and a 15-cm 
top layer of fine concrete. 4n iron crid reinforconent vas laid between 
the second and third layers. It could not be determined whether the 
ether rumvays had been built in the sane way. Taree concrete taxiways , 
sach 25 meters wide, led te the runvay.
